Report from Matanzas — Inspection of vessels — Mortality statistics. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon Von Ezdorf reports, April 25, as follows: 
Eleven vessels bound for ports in the United States received bills of 
health during the week ended April 25, 1903. 

On the British schooner Helen E. Kenney mosquito larvae were 
found in one water barrel. This barrel was emptied and refilled. 
Partial disinfection of the British steamship Irisbrook was recom- 
mended on account of the presence of a case of tuberculosis. The 
captain of the vessel stated that the recommendations would be fol- 
lowed. Seven deaths were reported during the week, making an 
annual rate of mortality of '7.58 per 1,000. Causes of death: Tuber- 
culosis, 3; broncho-pneumonia, 3; heart disease, 1.
